Alta. Fire Losses High 

Alberta’s fire bill for 10846 was 
65% higher than it was five years 
ago; the number of fires incerased by 
40% over 1942, and 20% of the loss- 
es in the province in 1946 were un- 
insured according to figures releas- 
ed by the Western Canada Insurance 
Underwriters’ Association today for 
the purpose of.calling attention to 
the importance of Fire Prevention 
Week. 

“Last year,” the release said, 
“there were 2,308 fires in the prov- 
ince causing a loss of $2,544,689 as 
compared with 1,652 fires, with loss- 
es totalling $1,565,186 in 1942. Only 
three other provinces, -Manitoba, 
Prince Edward Island and Saskatch- 
ewan had a higher percentage of in- 
crease in the amount of fire damage 
than Alberta in the comparison be- 
twéen 1946 and 1942 losses, 

“Alberta’s total for the year re- 
presented appfoximately 5% of the 
Dominion fire loss total for 1946 
amounting to $40,413,368 of which 
26% were uninsured, During the year 
166 men, 78 women and 164 children 
were killed by fire in Canada, 

“In five years our national bill for 
fire wastage has increased from 81 
millions to 49 millions of dollars, or 
by approximately 55%. Last year 
alone, there were 41,005 fires in res- 
idential properties representing near- 
ly 80% of all fires which indicates a 
national spirit of carelessness or 
apathy towards the wastage of re- 
souces by fire, and this at a time of 
a national shortage of homes, 

“Such a situation cannot improve 
until every Canadian realizes the 
seriousness of this wastage and ab- 
serves more care in regard to fire 
hazards, 

“Associations such as this are do- 
ing their utmost to convince the pub- 
lic of the importance of fire preven- 
tion, Apart from the destruction of 
lives and property, fire losses are 
directly associated with the rates 
charged for insurance. It is, there- 
fore, in the interest of the public, 
both from a practical standpoint of 
saving property as well as from the 
financial angle of keeping rates 
down to take more interest in the 
prevention of fire.”

World Needs Gold - 
Senator States 


Establishment of an international 
currency that will be acceptable 
everywhere is one of the first  re- 
quirements for reestablishment of 
international trade and improve- 
ment in international relations, Sen- 
ator Gray Turgeon told members of 
the Canadian Weekly Newspapers 
Association meeting here today, Such 
@ currency must be based on gold 
and an increase in Canadian gold 
production should be encouraged, he 


“stated. 


The Senator said: “gold mining 
calls for venturesome money, Those 
who are making taxation laws with 
respect to mining must keep this in 
mind, and must remember that a tax 
which lessens the flow of money to 
the gold mining industry destroys its 
own objective iby reducing public rev- 
enue, The general purpose of a tax 
is not to shut down an industry or to 
retard its development. But the pre- 
sent tax is definitely harmful to an 
industry that means so much to Can- 
ada.” He pointed out that between 
1989 and 1946 employment in the 
Canadian gold mining industry had 
dropped from 80,000 to less than 20,- 
000 men, | 

Commenting on the present threat 
ening state of international relations 
the Senator pointed out that while 
millions of people are living in dis- 
tress and fear, trade and commerce 
among many nations is “facing death 
through strangulation,” Senator Tur- 
geon maintained that “one of the

Discussing Canada’s domestic pro 
blems, Senator Turgeon warned that 
We must free Canadians of the fear 
of social insecurity and suggested 
that one of the most essential fact- 
ors in creating a better balanced 
Canadian economy is a largely -in-

The World Of Wheat 


MORE FOOD NEEDED 


The F.A.O, (Food and Agriculture 
Organization) has just met at Gen- 
eva to discuss the food needs and 
supplies for the ‘world, A special 
Food Council has been set up. Opin- 
ions were expressed that in order to 
meet the existing world food crisis 
the following steps would have to be 
taken:— — 

(1) To make the best use of exist- 
ing stocks. 

(2) To bring about an increase in 
the 1948 world harvests, 


3) To remove handicaps to future 
production, 

All this contains the important 
lesson for Canada that she should 
try to produce those foods for ‘ex- 
port that the hungry populations of 
the world mostly require, The most 
important of these foods is, of course 
wheat, for one acre of wheat will 
feed five times as many people as a 
similar acte used for the raising of 
grains or grasses to -produce live- 
steck products. 


In view of the situation set out by 
the Food Council, which situation 
was of course well known last year, 
it seems that those who advised Can-* 
adian farmers to decrease - their 
wheat acreage last year were wrong 
Surely an effort should be made to 
put into crop every acre we possibly 
can this next spring, and of grains 
which will feed the most human be- 
ings, Higher wheat prices to’ farm- 
ers would naturally ensure greater 
production.

For instance diphtheria.and whoop 
ing cough, year in and year out, each 
take many more lives than polio— 
and each is preventable, True, polio 
is a dangerous, crippling and killing 
disease, but diphtheria and whooping 
cough are dangerous killers too, It is 
tragic that medical science has been 
unsuccessful in attempts to develop 
a polio preventive, but it also is 
tragic that the Canadian public does 
not cooperate 100 per cent in using 
the available means to wipe out and

It is to be hoped that tha untiring 
efforts of medical science to develop 
a preventive for polio will ‘be success- 
ful, and that the Canadian people 
will take full advantage of the pre- 
ventive, once it is discovered, How- 
ever, polio will continue to take a 
toll if the presence of a polio pre- 
ventive is ignored in some instances 
as are today’s preventives for diph- 
theria and whooping cough, 


Vaccination has just about wiped 
out smallpox—toxoid can do just the 
same thing with diphtheria, and 
whooping cough vaccine is an ex- 
tremely effective whooping cough 
preventive. 


It is to be sincerely hoped that we 
soon will have the benefit of a polio 
preventive, but in the meantime we 
should make use of the disease pre- 
ventives now in our possession, That 
is why the Health League of Canada 
the’ Dominioh’s leading voluntary 
health education association, has 
designated the week of October 6th 
as ‘National Immunization Week,” 
* This annual national observance 
is designed to draw attention to the 
fact that certain communicable dis- 
eases—particularly diphtheria, whoop 
ing cough and .smallpox—are pre- 
ventable, It also is a means of mak- 
ing known the fact that federal, pro- 
vincial and municipal health depart- 
ments throughout the country are 


warning continuously to eliminate , 


these preventable diseases. . 


All that is needed to wipe them out 
is the 100 per cent cooperation of 
the general public, 


The tragedy of the public’s ignor- 
ance or apathy in regard to. the 
available preventives for diphtheria 
and whooping cough is written in 
the statistica for 196 which show 
close to 500 deaths in Canada from 
these two diseases alone.
